AGRICULTURE ABROAD. 



SOME HINDRANCES TO FARMING IN 
THE OLD WORLD 




Wahhinoto*, May » — Consul General 
Merrit at Loudon writes the state depart- 
ment at Washington that although 1884 re- 
called the last great agricultural year in 
England, 1874, by reason of auspicious 
weather and large yields, prices dropped off 
fully twenty-five per cent, and farmers 
found themselves coming out of an excep- 
tionally good year with a loss. "The result 
is," says Mr. Merrit*, "that the crisis is more 
severe now than ever, and all remedies that 
have been advanced, save that of a large re- 
duction of rents, may be dismissed as futile. 
Farming land is almost unsalable, and ten- 
ant farmers are throwing Bp their leases a* 
fast as their terms expire." 

Consul Hhaw at Manchester has nn expla- 
nation for the depressed condition at n (rind- 
ture in Ennlaml. Form a careful Mu.lv of 
the methods pursued there he writes: "I am 
fully satisfied that farm expenses are mor. 
than 1<»> jst cent, dearer hen' than tlirv V 
in America, notwithstanding the much 
higher wages paid with us." He gives I 



"Two horses attached to a mit teudeiu. a 
boy to lend the horses, one mnn to pitch Bp 
the hay, two men to load with their hands, a 
boy to rake after; and there were three set* 
of work DM!* after this fashion in this one 
rield." In America, with one man to load 
and dri ve his span of horses, one man t< 
pitch on the hay, a boi-e-fork to unload, Mr. 
Shaw sajs, "more hay would be secured in 
one day than the three sets of workers were 
able to manage." In a wheat field he saw a 
reaper at work with "six men, two woiunn 
and three boys," doing the work which I 
•elf-binder and two men would accomplish in 
the states. "An English settler in the United 
States," concludes Mr. Hhaw," told me not 
long ago that be had learned to do twice ■ - 
much in a day as he used to accomplish ii, 
England, and be really believed he could g . 
back to England and make money farming 

Consul Roosevelt, at Bordeaux, reports 
that the returns on the wine crop of France 
for 1884 show a total yield of 918,810,000 gal 
Ions, a decrease of :i 3,000, 000 gallons, as com 
pared with the previous year. In twelve 
months past the ravages of phylloxera have 
caused the rooting up of 130,000 ucres ol 
vineyards. The wine of 1884 is noUxl for a 
fine flavor, gtsxl tttxly and dark color.
